Five Additional Employers Agree to the De- 
mands of the Coopers. 

The coopers’ strike is gradcally drawing toa 
The quiet Sabbath furnished an excel- 
lent opportunity for stubborn employers to re- 
flect “¢ reconsider their determination of 
keepin, Vheir shops closed until the dissatisfied 
coopers had agreed to return and labor at 
starving prices, and this morning four of them 
came to the front and signed the contract, 
which calis for an increase in wages for the 
period of one year. Those who signed were: 
Henry and Jacob Weigel, Louis 
Sbaepenkctter and George Fickle. 
Late Saturday afternoon Henry 
Shaepenkecatter and Willliam Stitson also sign- 
ed the contract. 

Receipts of the following contributions were 
acknowledged and votes of tnanks unanimous- 
ly adopted: Coopers of Chicago, $5; St. Louis 
Workingmen’s Association, $5; Bellevilie 
miners, $50. The Harnessmakers’ Union and 
Painters’ Union also furnished substantial aid. 

John fiame, proprietor of the shop 2628 
South Market street, signed the con- 
tract during the meeting this morn- 
ing at National Hall. This makes nine 
bosses that have agreed to an increase in 
waves, with only four shops te hear from. 

A resolution of thanks for support and sym- 
patby received from citizens of St. Louis, and 
the tuvorable recognitien by the press of the 
city of the coopers’ cause, was eloquently read 
by Mr. Kadell, and unanimously passed with 
enthusiasm. 

After some unimportant business the meeting 
adjourned until to-morrow morning at 
o’clock.

Memphis Called on to Help Itself. 
{From the Appeal. ] 

It sbhoula bethe pride and pleasure of every 
Memphian who loves his home and its people to 
go as far as his means will permit in saving us 
trom an attitude of needy suppliants before 
the whole world. It is the determination of 
Dr. Porter and those who will compose his 
council to conduct affairs with a rigid and 
scrupulous economy. Those who want tood 
will be compelled to go to the camps for it— 
that is, they will have to take up their resi- 
dence in camp to be certain of daily bread. 
It will thus be seen that every contingency of 
epidemic has been provided for; that prepa- 
rations for the sick that have not so far been 
needed bave long been made by the Howards; 
that all has been done that is possible 
to clear the city of its population; 
that pretection for life and property have been 
thoroughly provided for, and all has been ac- 
complished without asking tor one dollar from 
any outside source. It is hoped, iet us here 
say ,that beiore that emergency is sprung upon 
us, the State, through her Legislature, will 
make an appropriation that wiil be all-suffi- 
cient for the occasion. If s0, our posi- 
tion will be one on which we can pride our- 
selves as a community, and will be a great in- 
centiveto the work of thorough sanitation, 
that we must inaugurate in November or give 
up altogether. For God’s sake let us get out 
ofthe rut of charity. Let us return to the 
methods ot self-help and self- 
reliance, that are the staples of 
every tborough-going and independent 
community. Letustry and go through this 
crisis with our dignity unimpaired. Let us ro 
and make what littl money we have, wit 
what our citizens and the State will give, carry 
us through until frost comes and our refugees 
return. If we dothis, we shall gain upon the 
confidence of the nation as we have never done 
before; we shall have taken one step 
in the direction of re establishing 
our independence as a community, 
and we shall have made an immense gain in 
re-establishing our self-esteem. Our condi- 
tion to-day is, all things considered, a most 
encouraging one. Our necessities are no 
greater than we can presently meet, and the 
prospect is fair for our passing the summer 
(if our own people and the State do their duty 
by us) without occasion for an appeal tor one 
dollar or for any provisions beyond the ten 
thousand rations already so Kindly and gen- 
erously contributed. 

{From the Avalanche. } 

The world never saw such a magnificent gen 
erosity as that shown by the North during the 
last epidemic. The poor man gave his mite, 
andthe rich man his hundreds, to save our 
people from utter destruction. Could we in 
common decency call upon them again until 
our Own means are exhausted? The suffering 
poor are the charge of the rich, and one of 
which they will at some day have to yive an 
account.

It’s an Ill Wind that Blows Nobody Good.

It seems almost crael to discover any cause 
of self-congratulation inthe pestilence which 
is now spreading at so fearful a rate over Mem- 
phis; but some good grows out of all evil, and 
we cannot now pick up an ex- 
change without seeing an account of 
a meeting of a board of health 
and active measures inaugurated for the 
cleansing ofacity and placing it in proper 
sanitary condition. The yellow fever epidemic, 
like every other human misfortune,is a natural 
consequence ot human negligence, and its final 
conquest and disappearance will be the natural 
consequence of eternal vigilance.

There is a dread that it may 
break out here just as it did in Memphis. but 
this dread lessens each day, for the weather 
has been as bot here asin Memphis, and if we 
-~ to have it, why has it not already appear- 
ed. 


The Varieties of Yellow Fever. 
To the Editor of the New York Timés: 

Inthe mild or regular form there are well- 
marked fever, severe and persistent headache, 
backache, flushed tace, 1edness or yellownese 
ot the eyes, sallowness of the skin, etc., while 
nausea, heat, pain and anxiety in the region 
of the stomach are observable, but subordin- 
ate, symptoms. This goes on tor six, seven or 
more days, when a remission occurs, either to 


be followed by recovery or a relapse. These 
cases are generally mistaken tor malarial 
fever. 

In the tvpbus form there is early stupor, 
nervous depression, a peculiar sunken expres- 
sion of the face,the suffused eye, flaccid limbs, 
muttering delirium, etc. These cases are often 
mistaken for typhoid or hypo-malarial fever. 

In the hemorrhage form we begin to see 

some of the most characteristic, impressive 
and appalling features of the disease. The 
early symptoms are like those of the rezular 
torm, Cnly nore serious, the headache and the 
heat and pain inthe stomach are followed ina 
few days by atendency to protuse simultane- 
ous eflusions of blood from various parts 
and organs, there is not only black vomit, but 
— intestinal bleeding and, trequently, 
1emorrhages from the nose, mouth, gums, 
lungs, eyes, eyelids, kidneys, etc. It is in 
these cases thatthe peculiar and remarkable 
smell of yellow fever is most distinct; it is 
probably that of biood, but hasa churacter of 
its own which no one can describe or find a 
parallel for. 

In the aleid form, or in walking or ambula- 
tory cuses, the patient, while in enjovment of 
bis usual health andin the midstof his usual 
occupations, feels suddenly the effects, as it 
were, of a sudden blow trom a heavy bar on 
his back, and falls down watle walking, and is 
in a proiound collapse in a few hours.

One of the saddest evidences of human de- 
pravity is the unfeeling conduct of the keepers 
of beer saloons. They close at 12 o'clock 
every night. 

Half a dozen arrests were made by the police 
yesterday and up to late last night. The ar- 
rests were for fighting, drunkenness and dis- 
ordeily conduet, 

Those of the Church Home orphans who had 
yellow fever last year occupy the Home, while 
the unacclimated orphans are located at 
Huntsville, Alabama. 

No mails are now received from Memphis for 
anv points in Arkansas or Texas. To mail any 


letters for offices in these States is therefore a 


mere waste of postage. 

An engine will be dispatched each day over 
the Memphis and Charleston Ruilroad,to meet 
the train,tor the exclusive purpose of carryiug 
the wails to and from this city. 


The internal revenue offices have been locat- 
ed at Huntingdon, Tenn., under the supervl- 
sion of Gen. Patterson, collector. Huntingdon 
has been quarantined against Memphis. 

President Porter will remove the city govern- 
ment office to-day from the court-house tothe 
Piunters’ Insurance building, on Madison 
street, between Main and Second streets. 

Our fumigating officers should use other sub- 
stance than sulphur for disinfecting. 
Sulphur destroys silks and satins and other 
light goods, and entails a heavy loss uponown- 
ers. 

People leaving the city should send their 
baggage to the depot six hours before leav- 
ing, sO that it may be properly inspected and 
disinfected, and thereby suave time and con- 
fusion. 

It is written that a man must give up strong 
drink during the existence of ‘‘sporadics.’’ 
Thisis sad. More than one man in this com- 
munity will weep over the necessity ot giving 
up lemonade and soda and substituting straight 
whiskv. 

When you see men and women waiking care- 
lessly on the streei, or sitting out in front of 
houses in the evening, engaged in conversa&- 
tion, you can bet ajl your nickels that they 
had yellow tever last year, and that they feel 
perfectly secure at present. 

The people remaining in Memphis don’t care 
a red whether the 5v-4 compromise is voted 
down or not. The last death trom yellow fever 
is vastly more interesting. Castor oil and warm 
teas are of more practical value than tie finest 
effort of the financial orator. 


The farther you go from Memphis the greater 
isthe alarm and excitement over yellow tever. 
Just like a battle, the stragglers in the rear 
told the most dolefui and tearful stories of toe 
combat goipg on in the front, yet the boys in 
tront were getting the worst of it. 

A consummate ass of this place made haste 
to tell Mr. Edward Ray of his mother’s death 
the morning after it occurred. Considering 
that Mr. Ruy is still very weak from his attack 
of the fever, the extent of the risk of giving him 
such a piece of news may well be imagined. 


No apprehension is felt by the tew merchants 
now rewaining here that we will run short ot 
provisions. It is aneasy matterto telegranh 
to St. Louis or other markets when the stock 
runs low, and several rivermen stand ready to 
yuta cargo under way ou very short notice. 

‘his is good news at least. 

An attempt was made Wednesday night to 
burn the old engine house on Poplar street, 
by throwing blazing paperthrough the stable 
windows opening on the alley. Fortunately 
the attempt was discovered in time, and the 
burnine paper extinguished betore any damage 
was done. The would-be incendiary is uv- 
known. 

The question with the unlucky refugee now 
is whether it be not better to bear possible ills 
at bome than to fly to others that sre known to 
be a consarned sight worse; or in otlie: worcs, 
whether it is not picuasanter to die qgaietly of 
the tever than to curry the fumigating fumes ot 
sulphur around wherever you go, and thus ve- 
come abhorred of your fellowmen,.

He evidently was not 
afraid of taking a sporadic case of fever. It

The Sick at Quarantine. 

Dr. Connery,of the Board of Health,who was 
one of the gentlemen present at the Quaran- 
tine yesterday, stated to ry Post- 
DISPATCH reporter that his presence 
in the ward when little Lizzie Brandy took the 
vomit was altogether accidental; he happened 
to notice the nature of the coagulum which she 
rejected and called the attention of the other 
medica! men to it. 

Iie says while the feveris not very severe on 
the child, it will be enough to kill. Lizzie will 
not last many hours underits malign influ- 
ence, 

The mother of the sick child, Mrs. Braudy, 
bas had asevere chill, at once a symptom of 
the plague and a notice that the place is dan- 
gerous, for malaria runsintothe yeliow jack 
at once when the conditions are favorable, 
and in fact cannot be distin- 
guisned from it until too late.

treatment at the hands of Dr. Dixon. 
The reporter proceeded to the house, which is 
a tolerably well known Memphis boarding- 
house, in which two cases of yellow fever oc- 
curred last year, to have a talk 
with the sick lady and ascertain her condi- 
tion. 

The scribe was admitted without question to 
the bedside of the invalid, who is a fine-look- 
ing woman of about ti irty, with 
ry family ot tour or fivw children. 
She evidently took the reporter 
for a health officer, which delusion he encour- 
aged as much as possible, and stated that she 
bad been one of the passengers on board the 
Ste. Genevieve, having arrived in the city on 
the 23d of July. She said she had 
been having the chills and other malarial 


manifestations, but sconted the idea that she 
was at all menaced by yellow jack. 


She has had the tever once before, in 1873, and 
says it is impossible to mistake the feeling. 
There does not seem to be any reason for 
alarm in ber case. So far it appears to be only 


a case ot malaria. 

There are two gentlemen from Memphis at 
the same house. and the landlady says thatin 
the event of any suspicious circumstances she 
wil, of course, notify the Health Commis- 
sioner.

Fumigating the Mails. 

Postmaster James, of New York, is at present 
engaged in devising some means for the effl- 
cient fumigation of the Southern mails. Sev- 
eral impracticable schemes have already been 
disposed of, and the New york authorities are 
waiting for another. Mr. Harlow, Superintend- 
ent of Mails at St. Louis, told a Post-DISPATCH 


reporter that the direct mails from Memphis 
to this city are so small in quantity that fumi- 
gution has not been considered necessary, 

A ‘‘fumigation mill,’’ as Mr. Harlow called 
it, has been established at Red River, a tew 
miles north of Denison, on the M., K. and T. 
Road, Here, supervised bythe State health 
officers, all the mails for Texas are fumigated. 

Mr. Hvrlow, says the article in the New York 
Times, grossly overestimates the amount of 
Southern mail in stating it at eighty tons, which 
isas much asthe whole mail of the country 
will amount to. Unless something now unfore- 
scen occurs, the mails between the South and 
St. Louis will not be subjected to fumigation.

~Sketch of the Late Clerk’s Life. 

Josiah Thornburgh, one of the oldest and 
best-known citizens of St. Louis, passed qui- 
etly away to his long home on last Saturday, 
The amiable qualities of his character and his 
steady, upright life have made for him a host 
of friends, who will gather silently around 
his grave to-morrow, and in their 
sadness testify to the worth and virtue of him 
they have lost. 

Josiah Thornburgh was a native of Ohio coun- 
ty, West Virginia, and died at the ripefage of 
sixty. Came to this city in 1839,and for thirty- 
five years he has been constantly employed 
in and about the Court-house, filling almost 
every grade up to the clerkship of the Supreme 
Court. When the Court of Appeals was found 
ed he became clerk by a constitutional provi- 
sion, and only last April he was reappoiated 
for a term of six years without ene word of op- 
position trom any one. 

He leaves a_ wife, two daughters and 
a son, John McO. Thornburgh, a prominent 
wholesale grocer in this city. At the time of 
his death his wite and youngest daughter were 
in St. Paul, Minn., whence they will arrive 
this evening.

Atatime when St. Louis ought to be 
straining every nerve to increase its rail- 
road facilities and improve its railroad con- 
nections, it does not look well to see so 
much noise made about the running of a 
few trains more onthe Poplar street track. 
If there is any actual damage done to the 
lots fronting on that street, the owners of 
the lots ought to be compensated, but only 
for damage which can be proved to have ac- 
crued through the use of the street for rail- 
road purposes. It will not do to assume 
that because the price of real estate is low- 
er or house rents lower than formerly the 
railroad tracks are the cause of it. More 
favored districts than Poplar street have 
experienced even greater decline in values 
without any railroad tracks to help it, and 
jf there are any vacant houses on that street 
there are other houses which would be 
vastly improved by being vacant. At any 
rate it would be better economy to buy up 
the street than to prevent the direct connec- 
tion between the Union Depot and the 
levee, or do anything which would indicate 
a return to the old short-sighted policy of 
obstruction to travel. 


Wz cannot, for the life of us, understand 
why the Republican organ in St. Louis mis- 
represents Sherman and opposes his candi- 
dacy. Wecan think of no man who more 
accurately represents and typitles the spirit 
and purposes of Republicanism. He went 
into office poor and has grown rich without 
working, as all good Republican officials try 
to do, has stood by his convictions as long 
as it paid him to doso, and has changed 
them as often as it paid better.

As 
it willtake cognizance otf American competi- 
tion, it will be bound to estimate as nearly as 
itcanthe advantages and the disadvantages 
enjoyed or suffered by the home producer. 
The advocates of our own agricultural interest 
appear to calculate with great nicety the 
prime cost of American produce, and the ex- 


penses of transport from the interior of the 
vast Western continent, by land and sea, to 
the heart of this metropolis. They are bound 
to apply the same keen commercial acumen to 
the transport of their own goods from before 
their doors to the same ali-absorbing goa). 
Why are they beaten in a race in whicn their 
competitors have to run five or six thousand 
miles, with some changes of conveyance, while 
themselves have to run perhaps only fifty 
miles, all atone course? In some matters the 
competition will have to be estimated quality 
for quality. The best American cheese, 
butter, bacon and, hams will not bear 
comparison with the §@st English, tor, apart 
trom such difference the soil and climate 
may occasion, articles intended to travel half 
round the earth cannot be prepared in so ap- 
petizing and therefore perishable ‘a form as the 
choicest products ofthe English dairy. But, 
quality for —: what can England offer at 
the same prices that shall equal American but- 
ter at 8d., bacon and hams at 5d. and cheese 
atad? The general a of agriculturists 
is that they do not know how to dispose of their 
goods, and that when thev attempt to discover 
or force a straighter way tothe consuming pub- 
lic they find themselves headed by a ring of 
middlemen, or throwra upon unknown people 
who prey on their ignorance and simpiy rob 

them of their goods. But if Americans can 
bring their products to market and place them 
weli for sule—which it is always assumed thev 
do—why cannot the English landowner and 
farmer? One answer will suggest itself to 
many. Itis that the American is much keener 
and sharper than the Englishman, and thatve 
pursuesjhis melancholy business simply wit) 

an eye to profit. Ontheother hand, farming 
is here an amusing and dignified oc- 

cupation, and only exceptionally a plan for 
money making. It is too true that many coun- 
try gentlemen woul feel themselves sinking in 
their own estimation if they found an anaual 
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A Huge Monster Fifty Feet in Length At- 
tacks Farmer Miller’s Hogs. 


Itis Seen by the Rev. Jas. Albery, Who 
Gives a Description of the Gigantic 
and Curious Reptile. 


A gentleman who is ordinarily truthful sends 
us the following extraordinary snake story 
from Lebenon, Mo., the reader being leit to 
judge of its accuracy: 

Last Friday terrible havoc was done on the 
farm ot Henry Miller, in the vicinity of Leban. 
on. About 3 o’clock in the afternoon Mr. 
Miller, who was conversing with the Rev. 
James Albery, a Methodist minister, hearda 
tremendous uproar in the direction of a hog 
pen in which was confined a sow with a litter 
of ten young ones. Thepreacher and farmer 
rushed out to the pen, when they were thun- 
derstruck with amazement. A gigantic 
snake, apparently filty feet long, 
had raised iteelf erect and was looking 
down on the terror-stricken hogs. Presently 
nineteen young snakes, ranging from a foot to 
atootanda half in length, sprang from the 
snake’s mouth and began attacking the latter. 
The monster, with a continuous hissing roar, 
stretched out three frightful looking fangs, 
which were from four to five feet in length, 
and advanced towards the hog, which stood in 
acorner trembling in every limb, unable to 
move, as if fascinated by the immense snake. 
Meanwhile Mr. Miller had rush- 
ed to bis house, seized his shot- 
gun and, just as the gigantic beast was about 
to dart on his prey, fired. The shot did not 
appear to have any effect, but the monster 
quickly raised itself, turned in the direction of 
the shot, stretched forth his formidable fangs 
and emitted a noxious vapor almost as nau- 
seating as assaf@tida. Then it gave a low 
hissing wail, upon which signal the nineteen 
young enakes leaped into the maternal 
maw, and the huge serpent 
took to flight. Mr.Miller fired again. The snake 
trailea itself with immense rapidity. Thnetwo 
men followed the trail and called for assist- 
ance, but when they gotto the wood they lost 
all trace of it. A body of men surrounded the 
wood an hour later with gunsand revolvers, 
and beat the bush thoroughly. The snake had 
disappeared. Great alarm is felt in the vicini- 
ty. Four of the litter were killed by the young 
snakes. Mr. Albery, the Methodist preacher, 
was in town yesterday,and was interviewed by 
your correspondent. 


He affirmed the correctness of the above 
story. Hedescribed the monster as between 
40 and 50 feet in length,withn a flattened head, 
the size of a large beer keg,two lustrous, flam- 
ing eyes, and three terrible looking fangs. The 
body was all covered with a sort of scales, re- 
sembling those of a fish, which glistened like 
silver. The tail was about nine feet long, was 
devided intotwo parts, and apparently was 
extremely flexible. Whenthe snake was agi- 
tated it gave forth a hissing roar. 
But the most striking feature was two mam- 
moth —— which iuy along the sides of the 
serpent like « very longuirbrella, about fifteen 
teet in length. Neither Mr. Aibery nor Mr. 
Miller knew there were wings until in making 
its escupe the animal suddenly extended them. 
They were something similar to the wings of a 
bat, and were almost transparent. @Each wing, 
when extended, must have had a surface 
of at least 140 feet. With their aid 
the animal leaped over a fence seven feet 
high. lt-Was at this point that the snake be- 
Came lostto view, and only bis trail was dis- 
cernible inthe tallreeds. Both the Rev. Mr. 
Albery and farmer Miller are reputable, honest 
and truth-loving persons, who stand high in 
the community, und they both vouch forthe 
truth of this story. Indeed, Mr. Milier has 
made an afiidavit thereto.

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Enormous Production of Petroleum. 
[Bradford (Pa.) Cor. of Philadelphia Press. } 

At the present time there are 4,000 wells in 
the Bradford District, producing daly 40,000 
barrels of crude oil. For several months past 
there have been over three hundred new wells 
finished monthly. During July and August, 
however, the number will not be so large. 
With histanks running over and no sale for 
his product the small producer finds himself 
without the wherewithal to drill new wells. 
Some ot the producing firms,with a large capi- 
tal stock and ample tankage capacity, 
are not disconcerted by the low 
price ot oilor the crowded condition of the 
pipe lines. They continue drilling, securing 
additional territory, and make money with oil 
al 70 cents per barrel. Onefirm, thatis ope- 
rating quite extensively, madea careful reck- 
oning a few moptbs ago and find with the pro. 
duct at $1 a barrel they have paid the total ex- 
pense of drilling and fitting up a well complete 
in ninety days. An idea of the present de- 
pressed state of business may be tormed from 
a couple ot statements of dealers in oil-well 
supplies. One dealer told your correspendent 
that until within the past thirty days he aid a 
business of trom $1,500 to $2,000 daily. In 
the month of July thus far his receipts have 
averaged about $200 per diem.

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Innocent Men in Prison. 

{Paris Correspondence of the Pall Mall Gazette. } 

A curious case of judicial error, and one sim- 
ilar to that which recently attracted the atten- 
tion of the British Parliament, is noticed here. 
Over fifteen years agoa young man named 
Isidore Leclerc was condemned to hard labor 
for lite, and narrowly escaped the guillotine, 
for having assassinated a wood-ranger called 
Chauviet. Theevidence against the prisoner 
was circumstantial anc exceedingly slight. In 
1866 a certain Patusset boasted that he bad 
committed the crime, and declared that he had 
done well to rid the country of Chauviet. The 
father ot Isidore Leclerc petitioned in order to 
obtuin his son’s release, Dut justice turned a 
deafear. Now three witnesses have signed a 
declaration to the effect that Patusset acknow!l- 
edged bavivg perpetrated the crime, and the 
whole Canton where the murder occurred is 
convinced of the innocence of Isidore~ Leclerc. 
Itis remarked ,however,that there Is little prob- 
ability of the convict being released, because 
Patusset is dead, and justice requires to punish 
some one. Avropos to this affair, the Rappel 
relates thatin 1836 a man called Galley was sen- 
tenced to hard labor for life for murder. An- 
otber man afterward confessed having comniit- 
ted the crime and was executed, and yet Wal- 
ley still remains in prison.

The Artistic Perfection of the Modern 
Wood-Cut. 


The Splendid Pictures Now on Exhibi- 
tion at the Paris Salon. 
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It is absolutely wonderful what anjimprove- 
ment bas been made in the illustrations of our 
perioaicais within the last few years. Not only 
is the execution of the engraving vastly super- 
ior, but the artistic merit of the design is far in 
advance ot what was produced even ten years 
ago. Nothing gives better evidence of the 
progress of American art than the superb 
wood cuts which cometo us every month in the 
Eastern magazines. They almost form a 
school of art by themselves, and sometimes a 
single number contains a whole gallery of art 
works. Eveninthe children’s magazines and 
toy pooks the illustrations are designed by 
first-cluss artists, and the eye of the youngster 
nowadays is educa’.-d tothe true and the beau- 
titul by these complete and artistic 
designs. Grown people wish themselves 
boys andijgirls again inorderthat they may 
profit from the excellent pictorial publications 
which are provided for present children, and 
they feel themselves defrauded when they look 
back and see how easily they were satisfied 
with Peter Parley and other old-fashioned 
magazines forthe young. St. Nicholas and 
Wide-Awake are filled with artistic illustra- 
tions each month, and even Baby Land, tor 
the little ones, admits nothing to its pages 
which is not artistic in design and perfect in 
mechanical execution. Wide-Awake has been 
publishing the biographies of American artists 
from the pen of Mr. Benjamin, and the illus- 
trations are generally drawn by the artists 
themselves. In some of the late numbers 
were interesting accounts of both Will and 
Harry Chase, with engravings after their pic- 
tures, and pen and ink likenesses. 

Botb LIlarper’s and Scribner's Magazines 
have been making extra efforts lately to fur- 
nish their readers with fine illustrations. Scrib- 
ner’s ied the way and for two or three years 
past has produced most thorough art workin 
its wood-cuts. Its course has compelled the 
other magazines toimprove their pages and 
keep up tothe standard. Inthe August num- 
ber there is a portrait of Whittier, the poet, 
drawn by Wyatt Eaton, which is, no doubt,the 
most perfect specimen of wood engraving pro- 
duced atthe present day. It has been pre- 
ceded by portraits of Bryant, Longfellow and 
Emerson, all drawn by the same masterly hand, 
and ot such delicate execution that the wood- 
cut might easily be mistaken for a mezzo 
tint. The leading article is entitled ‘‘ Whistler 
in Painting and Etching,’’ accompanied by 
engravings after some of this eccentric artist’s 
**symphonies’’ and ‘‘arrangements,’’ 
and fac-3imile copies ot his 
etcbings. The controversy between 
Whistier and Ruskin has been read by every- 
body interested in art matters, and these illus- 
trations will furnish an excellentidea of what 
is meant by such teriis, and what sort of ce- 
signs, at least, the ‘‘impressionists’’ are pro- 
agucing. From an artistic standpoint they up- 
set all preconceived ideas in regard to the rules 
of composition in art, and whatever they may 
be in color, thev certainly convey unpleasing 
impressions to the eye in mere form. Mr. 
Whistler became tamous us an etcher before 
he took up painting, and his work with tie 
needle vus most minute and delicate, thoug! 
somewhat eccentric. But in bis new pbase of 
art, he seems to revel ina breadth of manner 
which almost amounts to vacuity. It is no 
wonder that Ruskin accused him of ‘‘fiinging a 
pot of paint atthe public’s head.’’ A Rem- 
brandtish portrait of the artist, after his own 
Painting, leads the article, and it will 
be locked at with interest as giving someidea 
ofthe physiognomy of the leader of tle ‘‘Im- 
pressionist Scheol.’’ Another article in the 
same number isentitled ‘*A Peep into Antwerp 
and Holliand,’’ fromthe pen of Mrs. Emma 
Eames CUbase, with illustrations by Harry 
Chase. These are mostly small sketches of 
odds andends picked up during the journey 
frdm Paris to the Hague. But even such Slight 
work shows artistic power, and some of them 

p good foundatians to build pretentious pic-

The July number of the Harper’s Magazine 

ontainstwo orthree finely illustrated arti- 

les, and the leading one, entitled, ‘‘ Narra- 
ransett Pier,’’ is capital in its artistic 
work. The most interesting, however, 
s ‘‘Fifty Years of American Art,’’ which 
takes up art in this country and gives a brie f 
history of what has occurred trom the found- 
ing of the National Academy in the year 1528 
until 1878. The artists represented by en- 
gravinygs after their works are: Daniel Hun- 
tington, Rovert W. Weir, Henry Inman, 
Ubarles L. Elliott, Henry Peters Gray, George 
A. Baker, Thomas LeClear, W. 8. Mount, 
Thomas Cole, A.B.‘ Durand, J. F. Kenset, 
George L. Brown and Louis Mignot. The old- 
est of these artists, A. B. Durand, still lives, 
and paints, at his home near Urange, New Jer- 
sey, at the advanced age of 85, and still makes 
his annual sketching trips, producing studies 
not to be outdone by younger men. Robert 
W. Weir is also still living at his home near 
West Point, where he has held the position of 
Professor of Painting for many years. Him- 
self and Durand are the two oldest living 
American artists. Of course many of the 
prominent names of the older American artists 
are left out of the list of engravings, but 
eno\gh are given to display the character and 
progress of artin this conntry. Another arti- 
le should be published showing the present 
state of art—giving specimens ofthe work of 
those artists who are now forming a distinctly 
American school. 

The initial chapter of the August number of 
Haryer's is ‘* Lake George,’’ illustrated by the 
landscape painter, James Smillie, whois the 
son of our best American landscape engraver. 
The illustrations are all capitally done,and any 

ne ofthem wouid bear to be transferred to 
canvas and enlarged into oil. 
The romantic scenery ot Lake George 
becomes doubly attractive through these 
pages, and the fascinating descriptions of the 
writer are only excelled by the charming work 
of the master 

Another article most beautifully illustrated 
is env. led ‘‘Snug Hamlet and Hometown.’’ 
The artist, W. Gibson, has preduced athor- 
oughly poetical set of pictures. ‘He seems to 
Leenostat bome with insect life and flowers, 
but his pencil roams at will through landscape 
and figure subjects, and is always artistic. 
The opening engraving is a group of butterflies 
sporting onthe blossoms of the golden-rod. 
The picture is as thoroughly a work of art as 
any more pretentious subject.

By this mail Isend you an illustrated cata- 
logue of the Sulon, the official one having al- 
ready been sent you by the housein New York.

The 
three pictures about which you

were sold before your letter came to hand, 
hence I could not carry out your instructions 
in the premises. The ‘‘Bouguereau’’ was 
purchased by the French Government at avery 
large price, and the ‘‘lefebvre’’ by a Mr. 
Duncan. who acquired it for the National Gal- 
lery, London, by command ofthe English 
Government. The ‘‘Schenck,’’ however, I ain 
happy to say, goesto the United States. it 
having been bought by Mr. Jacob Astor, o!

The Love-Match Between Napoleon and 
Princess Beatrice. 


- 
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Surprising Sympathy Shown for the Derd 
Prince in England. 


[From the New York Tribune. | 

PARIS, July 11.—The 14th of July would 
not have been, I learn from a credible source, 
given up to official pomps and festivities if the 
English Court and Government had shown 
more reserve in lamenting for the death ef 
Prince Louis Napoleon. It is impossible not 
to perceive that they mourn less for the young 
man himself than for the conspirators whom 
his untimely end has baulked. Until the 
news reached London of the untimely end 


of the Bonapartist Pretender, people were 
not here aware of the degree of countenance 
and support he and his mother received from 
the Royal family, the Cabinet and the great 
aristocratic families of England. 

M. Cochery, the Minister of Posts and Tele- 
nrapbs, wentto London at the beginning of 
the month, on the pretext of transacting busi- 
ness connected with his department, but 
really to study the extraordinary sympathy 
which ‘‘free England’’ has been expressing 
for the family of Napoleon III. He saidtoa 
friend of mine that he could not have judged 
of its intensity from merely reading the cor- 
respondence of the Gaulois and the Ordre, or 
the articles on the Natal wow pf in the Lon- 
don dailies. On being asked if he thought the 
demonstrations of sorrow which he witnessed 
arose from tender-hearted pity for a widow 
robbed of an only child, he replied that he did 
not. 

Inu the house of a financier where M. Coch- 
ery was asked to dine, the whole family was 
in black, and no champagne was served. He 
noticéd that the sweet dishes and the flowers 
in the epergnes were white and violet, and 
that all the English guests spoke in whispers 
and seemed to affect a melancholy air. Hap- 
pening to ask the lady of the house if she had 
a particular liking for white roses and violets, 
she answered that she had not, and then add- 
ed, ‘‘butare you not aware of the public 
mourning into which we have been thrown?’’ 
M. le Ministre des Postes et Telegraphes, who 
bad forgotten how much England had taken to 
heart 

THE SAD EVENT 
in South Africa, confessed his ignorance,to the 
unfeigned astonishment of his hostess, who 
opened wide her splendid eves and started at 
him asthough he were Cetywayo himself. 
She then told him of the hopes nurtured at 


Windsor, at Marlborough House, at Downing 
street, and also in certain banking offices in 
Lombard street,of an Imperialist restorationtin 
France, and the consequent disappointment 

experienced when the news was received of 
the Prinee’s death. M.Cochery ventured to 
express his surprise. He could not understand 
what link of sympathy could possibly ex- 
ist between the Crowned Republic of Great 
Britain and the Empire of the Bonapartists. 
The fair hostess, in return, said it was a vul- 
gar error to suppose the monarchy was a mere 
fifth wheel inthe coach. Every day it was 
becoming more apparent that the crown was 
becoming the great directing power in the 
State, and there was visible progress in the 
direction of Cesarism in England. The word 
Cesarism startled the intelligent Freach Min- 
ister, who stared with wonder in his turn. 

His hostess—who, he found, reflected the 
opinions of a large number of parliamentary 
men—graciously vouechsafed an explanation. 
The Kingdom of England had outgrown its 
royal swaddling clothes. It must henceforth 
wear the ample purple mantle of Imperialism. 
The Queen had long felt this necessity, and so 
had Lord Beaconstield. Hence Her Majesty’s 
confidence in him, and the sympathy of both 
for Bonapartism, which had been. distorted 
by the Liberal and Radical parties and their 
newspaper organs. In short, Louis Napo- 
leen was rer «ded as the John the Baptist of a 
system which is coming into existence in 
England. Hence the sympathy of the Court, 
the Government and a large portion of the 
aristocracy with his widow. 

THE PRINCE OF WALES 

was the head of the English Bonapartists, and 
had looked forward to the restoration of the 
Napoleonic throne and its consolidation by a 
matrimonial alliance between the late ill- 
starred Pretender and the Princess Beatrice, 


whois said to be almost broken-hearted at his 
tragical end. She and Prince Louis Napoleon, 
it was reported to the French Government, 
often met at Mariborough House, and were 
partners in dances. The Princess, leading a 
monotonous and secluded life, was easily 
impressed by the _ attentions of the 
young Imperial exile. A romantic affec- 
tion sprang up between’ them. Bea- 
trice refused to marry any one else, and the 
Prince of Wales, whose French friends are 
mostly Bonapartists, took his sister’s part 
when she was blamed for hér unfortunate 
preference. The Queen was brought round 
to aceept the French Prince as a son-in-law if 
the consent of a parliamentary majority to the 
match could be assured. Hence the efforts 
made by ‘ ‘certain daily and society’’ journals 
to place the suitor in a favorable 
light and to represent the Republic as 
being on its last legs, and the determination of 
the young man himself to defend English civ- 
ilization against African barbarians at the 
Cape. Imperialis m proposed; halting Ne- 
meses disposed. The tidings of Louis Napo- 
leon’s death reached Chiselburst, day for day, 
ten years after the news of Maximilian’s ex- 
ecution was made known to the Emperor and 
the Empress of the French at the Tuileries. 

If the Court, the Cabinet, the War Office 
and the nobility in England only mourned for 
the lover of the Princess Beatrice, the French 
Government would not have been put out by 
their lamentations. But they cannot ignore 
the anti-republican animus which comes out 
in their grief.

THE DEEP SEA. 


Some Curious Fishes that Have Been 
Hauled from the Basement of the 
Ocean. 

At arecent meeting of the Christiania Seci- 
ety of Science, Robert Collett stated that the 
deep water fishes collected during the last At- 
lantic expedition amounted to thirty-three 
species, and proved to be of great interest to 
science, as the fish had, with a few excep- 


_ tions, been taken from depths from which no 


Arctic fishes had previously been obtained. 

The apparatus employed was the _ so- 
called trawl-net, constructed on the 
same principle as that employed by the 
English fishermen on Doggersbank. ~ Fish 
were taken up with that apparatus from 
depths of 1,400 and 1,500 fatnoms, Five species 
proved to be entirely new to science, and it 
was necessary to classify one of them under a 
new genus. This was caught at a depth} of 

1,200 fathoms, and it was about one foot long. 
x hile alive it was beautifully rose-colored all 
over, but of so soft and gelatinous a substance 
that it was half transparent, and the heart 
could be seen performing its functions; and 
large portions of the brain, the entrails, and 
the whole backbone wefe visible through the 
skin. The abdominal fins were transformed 
into two long, split threads, which gave the 
fish a very peculiar appearance, 
It wes named Rhodichtys Regina, 
and belongs to a group of 
the genuine deep-water fishes which is chiefly 
limited to the tropic seas. Among the other 
Species several were known only through 
single specimens scattered here and there in 
museums, and the descriptions of which are 
generally incorrect and defective. The genu- 
ine arctic genus Lyeodes, of which, up to the 

resent time, only a few s ecimens have been 
eund near Greenland and other places in the 
Polar Sea (almost always taken by chance 
from the stomachs of sharks), appeared to 
exist in quantities everywhere at these great 
depths, where the temperature of the water 
is under zero. It has only been the lack of 
suitable apparatus which has until now pre- 
vented the lecovery.

Arrival of Another Batch of Deluded 
Creatures from the South. 


Just now thereis a magnificent opportunity 
for those who have encouraged the exodus of 
the coloredipeople from the South to show 
their faith by their works. There are now at 
Eleventh and Christy avenue, in this city, fifty 
or more negroes of all ages, in a starving con- 
dition and without shelter. They are a party 
tbat arrived here Saturday from Kansas 
on their way back from that bogus land of 
milk and honey. They passed through here 
some weeks ago and received some assistance 
from a committee of kind-hearted gentlemen. 
They were given cnough money to py their 
way to Kansas and provide something to eat 
onthe way. Whenthey got there they tound 
everybody’s back turned against 
them, The country hed already 
been overrun by colored people from the 
South,and there was lett neither work nor char- 
ity. A few of the merninthe company went 
out as far as Topeka, but came beck to Kansas 
City, where the women and children had been 
left, with no money and no prospect of any re- 
lief. They fell into the hands of a committee 
of people of their own color, of which 

ONE REV. BENJ. F. WATSON 

seems to have been the leading spirit. Enough 
money was raised to pay their passage toSt. 
Louis overtbe Chicago and Alton Railroad. 
Mr. Watson told them if they would come back 
to St. Louis he would getthem workto do in 
Illinois. Hecome down with them and left 
them at the Relay Depot in East St. 
Louis, and has not been seen 
by the miserable, duped refugees since. They 
got over to the city through the charity of the 
Mayor ot East St. Louis, and were taken to the 
Union Hall, near Eleventh and Christy ave- 
nue. They hadnomoney and had not seen 
anything to eat since they left Kansas City ex- 
cept some dry bread, They were huddled up 
in the ha)] all day yesterday and last night.This 
morning they were turned out of this place 
as the proprietor wanted to make some re- 
pairs. Where shouldthey go? That Colored 
Refugee Committee was conspicuously absent, 
and there was nothing to do but go into the 
street. This they did, thewomen and child- 
ren finding seats on the steps of the colored 
church in the neighborhood. 

A reporter wasupthere at 9 o'clock, 
the sight was one no man 
need ever wish to behold. 
Tbere,in the hot sun, sat balf a hundred 
miserable, starving, helpless creatures waiting 
forsomething, they knew not what, for they 
bad no more idea as to what was to become of

Wakefieid still nolds the fort. The disputed 


proprietorship of De Bar’s Opera-house is as | 


far irom being settled as ever, but one factis 
certain, that Wakefield is in possession of it, 
and is resolved to stick. A reporter had a talk 
with bimthis morning. Wakefield said he 
found the place deserted, the windows all 
open, and no one guarding the place, so that, 
if a fire had occurred, and the building had 
been destroyed, he could not 
a cent insurance. Accordingly, he wked 
in} and took possession, and intends 
holdingon. Mr. Wakefield said he had always 
been in possession of the property, and bad 
siways claimed to be s0, and had given the 
other parties due notice. He intended to pro- 
tect his interests in the matter. 

Meanwhile all means of access to the theater 
are locked and barred, and the premises are 
carefully guarded. Conversation with several 
lawyers confirmed the opinion that Wakefield 
had the dead wood onthe ‘‘pool’’ managers. 
The Circuit Court sits to-morrow and Wednes- 
day after which there is no session until the first 
Monday in October. It is asserted that there 
is no way of getting Wakefield out of posses- 
sion except by aregular ejectment suit. It is 
also sure thatifthe Court, as is expected, re- 
fuses to intertere to-morrow and Wednesday, 

NOTHING CAN BE DONE BEFORE OCTOBER. 

In that c&ése the ejectment suit could not ve 
tried before November, with a strong proba- 
bility that it might be staved off till the spring. 
Even should the matter be cetermined 
Circuit Court in November

It is said thatthe ‘‘pool’’ managers could 
bave settled with Wakeficld for about $1,500 
immediately subsequent tothe sale. As they 
did not do this Wakefield watched his oppor.- 
tunity, and by a skilltally laid plan became 
master ofthe situation. Now it is reported 
that he will not ‘‘settie’’ for less than $15,000 
or $10,000, and unless Spatding and Norton at 
once accede to his terms he w il shortly open 
andrun the theater as a first-class variety 
house. Thatappears to be the programme 
as determined on, with great probability of its 
being cariied out. The theater was taken pos- 
session ofon Fiiday evening a fewj minutes be- 
fore 6 o’clock. Itis evpected that Norton wiil 
arrive here this evening or to-morrow morning 
from New York. 

Itis understooa that Wakefield has acted 
throughout under the advice of Messrs. McUar- 
ty and Cline, two very able and shrewd attor- 
neys. 

MR. ROBERTSON,
